LONDON, Mar. 13.—The German Monarchists today seized control of the German 


government at Berlin, according to dispatches reaching London. 


The government headed by President Frederich Ebert has been overturned. Dr. 


i Von Kapp, president of the Fatherland party, has been proclaimed chancellor. 
| 
General Von Luettwitz, one of the leaders of the Military party, has assumed con- 


j trol of the German army and proclaimed himself commander of the forces of Gustav 
Noske, former minister of defense, "war minister." 


Revolutionary troops •were reported this afternoon to be in control of Berlin. 
The first intimation of the successful counter revolution of German Militarists and 


{Monarchists was contained in a News Agency dispatch from Berlin saying that "the 
government has ceased to exist." This was followed by further details of the success- 
ful coup. 


LONDON, Mar. 13.—A Reuter dispatch from Berlin 


says that a proclamation has been issued there stating 
that the government has ceased to exist. 


An earlier report received here by way of Holland, said 


that the revolution situation in Germany was getting 
worse and that troops were marching towards Berlin pre- 
sumably with the aim of attempting to overthrow the gov- 
ernment. 


Dispatches filed in Berlin early Friday stated that the 


German government had discovered a revolutionary plot 
among the militarists and that Minister of Defense Noskt 


made a number of arrests among the ring leaders.

ing looking ones back. As a rule the 
reverse of this Is the 
course that 


should be followed, for the reason, 
that usually it is the weaker plants 
that bear the best Sowers. 
These 


plants, set apart so as 
not to be 


crowded by the stronger growers, will 
generally develop into good specimens 
that will bear superior flowers. Just 
this kind of discrimination or the lack 
of It is sufficient to account for the 
widely different results that so often 
follow in the cultivation by different 
growers of plants 
from the 
sam«i 


seed.
